GOOD RESULTS MAINTAINED 
SIR FREDERICK PASCOE RUTTER’S REVIEW 


The Seventy-sixth Annual Meeting of the London and Lanca- 
shire Insurance Company, Limited, was held on May 4 in 
London. 

Sir Frederick Pascoe Rutter, Governor and Chairman, who 
presided, said: While 1937 was not the Company’s best year 
it falls into line with what we have been accustomed to when 
circumstances were not very favourable. The feature which 
will have struck you most is the considerable advance of 
£507,028 in our premium income. I could have wished the 
progress had been more largely due to the fire section, but 
actually £170,610 falls to the accident department, and no less 
than £310,390 to the marine. Taking the three departments 
together, with the handsome profit of £366,720 for the fire, 
£100,629 for the accident, and (in a year when one scarcely 
expected any profit at all) £35,853 for the marine, we arrive at 
a total profit, after making provision for unexpired liabilities, 
of £503,202, or 7-47 per cent. To make half a million at all 
in 1937 was really beyond my expectation. 

After deducting the sum required for the dividend of 20s. 
per share, which we have been paying for many years past, ayd 
making all reserves necessary for increased liabilities, there 
remains an improvement in our funds which is reflected in the 
balance carried forward of £219,420. Financially our strength 
is significant, for our total reserve funds now amount to 
£12,224,479, or 181 per cent. of our premium income. 

The history of our underwriting in the fire and accident 
departments was uneventful, but the conditions of marine busi- 
ness were the most trying I remember, 1937 being actually the 
worst year for total losses since 1929. Fortunately we did not 
show a loss on our operations but a comparatively small profit, 
and I think that result, under such a concatenation of abnormal 
circumstances must confirm your confidence in the soundness of 
our marine business as a whole. 


NATIONAL DEFENCE CONTRIBUTION 


As a result of National Defence Contribution we insurance 
companies are subject to special exaction in that not only are 
we liable to pay tax on our profits on underwriting but on our 
income from investments as well. If we were a bank or financial 
institution I would not complain, but we are not. Our business 
is underwriting, and our financing is simply the outcome of 
underwriting. We are in exactly the same position as so 
many other large trading companies which are not subject to 
this exaction. It is a definite grievance that our enterprise 
should result in our being fastened upon as the one great 
industry to be penalised, and I trust the matter may still be 
corrected. 


WORLD-WIDE ACTIVITIES 


May I summarise how I regard the world-wide aspect so far 
as we are concerned. Our home business is static. It is con- 
sistently profitable. But the scope for really permanent progress 
is naturally limited. 

In the United States we have had quite a fair year. It was 
good for companies generally, and, although we do not, as we 
have done so often, produce a result better than the average, we 
have no reason to suppose that we shall not do so again. Canada, 
while inevitably affected to some extent by the progress of 
events in the United States, did very well for us, and our profit 
was appreciably more than in the previous year. 

Australia has recovered politically and economically, and the 
anxieties of 1931, if they have not altogether disappeared, have 
given place to an increased measure of confidence. Our results 
have been quite satisfactory, with an increased premium income 
and a larger profit than in 1936. In South Africa we have made 
moderate progress, and our handsome record of the past has 
been well maintained. India is still a lucrative contributor to 
our general foreign results, and although our profit was not 
quite as large as in the previous year it was very substantial. 

Accident business, while progressive, is more difficult. And 
I refrain from repeating myself or from enlarging further upon 
the statement and remarks which you have probably seen in 
print as to the reasons why there is no immediate prospect of 
appreciable, if any, profit from either motor cars or workmen’s 
compensation, which, as you know, constitute the chief sections 
of our accident department. The business as a whole, however, 
does help to weld and consolidate our other departments, and 
you will naturally appreciate that it demands and is given 
much watchful attention. 

The year 1937 produced a result in regular conformity with 
the record which you have had before you so consistently during 
the past, and although one’s efforts to expand in premiums and 
profits have not the same scope and freedom as was the case 
thirty or forty years ago I retain the same unvarying confidence 
in the prospects and future of our Company. 

The reports and accounts were unanimously adopted. 








COMPANY MEETING 


BARRY AND STAINES LINOLEUM, LIMITED 


SIR JOHN BARRAN’S REVIEW 


The Ordinary General Meeting of Barry and Staines Lino. 
leum, Limited, was held, on 5 May, at Winchester House, 
London. 

In the absence through illness of the Chairman, Mr. William 
Sutton, J.P., Sir John N. Barran, Bart, presiding, said: Ladies 
and gentlemen,—It is a matter of the greatest regret to the 
directors and I am sure to all shareholders present to-day that 
our chairman, Mr. Sutton, is prevented by temporary illness 
from taking the chair as usual. I should like to read to youa 
telegram which I received this morning from Mr. Sutton. It is 
this :—‘‘ Although unable to preside at to-day’s meeting am with 
you in spirit and am confident that our shareholders will once 
again be well satisfied with our year’s work.” 

Continuing, Sir John said :—I am very glad to say that, in 
spite of the continuous state of tension in Europe which pre- 
vailed during the year and which undoubtedly exerted an un- 
favourable effect on trade generally, the returns of our main 
subsidiaries both in yardage and value showed an appreciable 
increase; this, combined with higher selling prices, more than 
counteracted extra wages and raw material costs, and resulted 
in satisfactory additions to their trading profits, as compared 
with the previous year. 

During the year we completed negotiations which had been 
pending for the acquisition of the works and business of the 
Corticine Floor Covering Company, Limited, at Ponders End, 
with a view to closing them down. A profit has been made on 
the realisation of the assets, which is now practically completed, 
and the site and buildings have been sold, subject to a condition 
preventing their use at any future time as a linoleum factory. 


IMPROVEMENTS AND EXTENSIONS 


Some time ago we had to take into consideration the question 
of renewing the power plant at the main sections of the factories 
at Kirkcaldy, and after careful deliberation it was decided to 
erect a new boiler and electric generating plant on a new site. 
This is expected to be in full operation by the middle of next 
year, and economies in power costs justifying the large expendi- 
ture are confidently anticipated. 

In view of the expiry of the present Glasgow warehouse lease 
in 1941, a commanding site has been acquired in the centre of 
Glasgow, and plans have been prepared and passed for a new 
warehouse to be erected there, which will greatly improve the 
ability of the Barry Company and the Staines Company to give 
prompt and efficient service to customers in that area. 

At the Staines factory also a number of important extensions 
to buildings and additions to and improvements in plant have 
been carried out or are in progress in order to provide further 
manufacturing capacity and increased warehouse accommodation. 


PROFIT AND DIVIDEND 


I should now like to take the figures in the printed accounts. 
The profit and loss account shows an increase in income from 
investments of £10,973, which practically represents the Cana- 
dian dividend; the amount received from subsidiary companies 
for dividend and management expenses, etc., is £5,702 less, but 
in this item there is this year a deduction in respect of interest 
charged to us by the subsidiary companies on advances. The 
management expenses are £585 less, and you will see that the 
income-tax item is increased from £114 to £2,139, due mainly to 
provision for income tax payable on the Canadian dividend, 
and for National Defence Contribution. 

The balance of profit carried to the balance sheet is £3,786 
more at £213,339. After paying preference dividend and ordin- 
ary dividend as proposed at 124 per cent., less tax, and transfer- 
ring £25,000 to special reserve, the amount to be carried forward 
to the current year will be £8,527 up at £95,566, and the special 
reserve is now £100,000, as against £75,000 last year. There are 
no other items in the balance sheet which call for special men- 
tion, except an increase of £100 in subsidiary companies—shares 
at cost—which represents the nominal capital of Corticine Floor 
Covering Company, Limited, which was formed to preserve the 
name and goodwill of the Corticine Company. 


CONSOLIDATED BALANCE SHEET 


Taking the figures in the consolidated balance sheet, you will 
observe that cash at banks, etc., is £154,292 less at £56,703, 
but this is more than accounted for by an increase of £176,746 
in our stock in trade, which now stands at £952,125, while 
our debtors at £377,101 also show an increase of £47,725. We 
have increased our investments in British Government securities 
by £16,367, and as the great bulk of the £726,799 that we hold is 
redeemable at book value there is no need to provide for the 
small difference that exists between cost price and market value. 

You will observe that the balance of this investment item 18 
now split up to showsecurities guaranteed by the British Govern- 
ment separately from other investments, and the total of these 
two items is £717,106, as compared with £722,806 a year = 
Sub-subsidiary companies’ current accounts are increased by 
approximately £25,000. The only other items to which I need 
direct your attention are reserves and profit and loss balance 
which now stand at £1,491,414, or £89,962 higher than last year. 

The report and accounts were unanimously adopted.

The general level of wholesale prices last month was, 
on the average, 1-0 per cent. lower than in March, the 
index numbers for the two months being 103°1 and 
1041, respectively; food prices declined by 0:4 per 
cent. and prices of industrial materials and manufac- 
tures by 1:2 per cent., the latter being partly seasonal. 
The fall in prices of 1:0 per cent, in April followed 
declines of 1°6 and 1°8 per cent., respectively, in March 
and February. The lower index recorded for April 
was due to declines which had occurred during March; 
prices in April, as shown by the weekly indices, were 
relatively stable both for food and industrial materials, 
with a tendency in the first and last weeks for food 
prices to rise and for prices of industrial materials and 
manufactures to fall. Compared with a year earlier 
the general index for April showed a decline of about 
5} per cent., food prices having fallen by nearly 2 per 
cent. and prices of industrial materials and manufac- 
tures by about 7 per cent. 

The re-grouping of the industrial items (except fuel) 
according to the stage of completion which the products 
have reached into basic materials, intermediate pro- 
ducts and manufactured articles showed, in compari- 
son with the preceding month, declines for the three 
groups of 3:0, 0-6 and 0:4 per cent., respectively. Com- 
pared with a year earlier there was a decrease of 29 per 
cent, for basic materials and a decline of about 2 per 
cent. for intermediate products, but an increase of 4 
per cent, for manufactured articles. The index for 
April for basic materials (93°8) is the lowest recorded 
since October 1935. Prices of building materials were 
substantially unchanged last month, but were about 
one per cent. higher than a year earlier.

Food and Tobacco.—The index number for the 
cereals group showed a fall in April, as compared with

March, of nearly 3 per cent., and that for meat, fish 
and eggs an increase of nearly 2 per cent., while the 
relative movement for the other food and tobacco 
group was unimportant. The index for cereals in April 
(120°0) is the lowest since December 19386, the fall 
between March and April being mainly due to declines 
in the prices of imported wheat (3 to 5 per cent.) and 
of barley, both home-grown and imported (4 to 74 per 
cent.). Maize was about 6} per cent. dearer and rice 
4 per cent. cheaper, the price of the former, as in 
January, reaching 7s. per 100 lbs. as compared with 
under 4s. two years ago. There were seasonal rises in 
April for English and Scotch beef (44 to 54 per cent.), 
wet fish (134 per cent. on the average) and poultry 
(4 per cent.). Imported beef was cheaper, prices of 
Argentine chilled fores and hinds being lower by 5} 
and 24 per cent., respectively, and Australian frozen 
hinds and crops by 2 per cent. On the other hand, 
home-grown mutton was rather cheaper and New 
Zealand lamb about 1} per cent. dearer. Wiltshire 
bacon was 2} per cent. cheaper, but Danish bacon rose 
by 34 per cent. and Danish eggs by 44 per cent., the 
price of English eggs remaining unchanged. Among 
other foods there was a seasonal decrease in the con- 
tract price of milk (6 per cent.). Australian and New 
Zealand butter were both about 44 per cent. dearer, 
following a similar price increase in March, but Danish 
was 1} per cent. cheaper. New Zealand cheese showed 
some increase in price. Potatoes and oranges were 
dearer and apples cheaper. Tomatoes were seasonally 
dearer, the rise in April being 21 per cent. The price 
of onions was again substantially lower (24 per cent.), 
the average for April being about the same as in Sep- 
tember 1937, when prices commenced to show sharp 
rises. The average of the market prices at London 
auctions for Indian tea was nearly 1d. per lb. lower 
in the week ended 28 April than in the week 
ended 7 April, but the raising of the duty from 4d. to 
6d. per lb. as from 27 April had the effect of increasing 
the average price (plus duty) for April by about 34 per 
cent. as compared with March. The price of cocoa, 
which had risen by about 15 per cent. in the first three 
months of this year, fell by 84 per cent. in April. 





Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—Each group 
showed a decline in prices in April as compared with 
March, though for wool the decline was negligible ; the 
largest falls were in respect of non-ferrous metals and 
cotton (about 24 per cent.), the miscellaneous group 
(2 per cent.) and coal (1} per cent.). Export coal 
prices weakened in April, South Wales steam and 
smokeless seconds cheapening by 1s. per ton (4 per 
cent.) and Fifeshire steam by 6d. and 9d. per ton (3 
and 44 per cent.) for 1st and 3rd class, respectively. 
In the iron and steel group there were reduc- 
tions in the prices of high-speed tool steel (6d. per Ib., 
or 14 per cent.) and of tinplates, which cheapened in 
the last week by 2s. 3d. (10 per cent.) and 1s. (5 per 
cent.) per box, respectively, for I.C. and C.W. descrip- 
tions, and an increase of 15s. per ton (6 per cent.) in 
the last week for steel hoops. Copper, lead, tin and 
zine prices were all lower on the average in April than 
in March. American raw cotton declined by about 
4 per cent. and Egyptian by about 4} per cent., while 
yarns and cloths also showed reductions. The index 
for the cotton group (85°2) was the lowest recorded 
since March 1936. The index of raw wool prices has 
been the same for the last three months, but most wool 
yarns were slightly dearer in April. Raw silk was 
dearer and linen yarns cheaper. Jute and hemp prices 
were again lower, the falls in April amounting to about 
5 and 4 per cent., respectively. Palm kernel oil 
cheapened by 10s. per ton at the beginning of April 
and by a further 10s. a week later (aggregate fall 
about 5 per cent.) and there were similar reductions 
for soya oil, with a recovery of 10s, per ton in the 
middle of the month. The duty on motor spirit was 
increased by 1d. per gallon on 26 April, there being

otherwise no change in price. Among the miscel- 
laneous items, prices of wood pulp, both chemical and 
mechanical, were again lower, and in the case of the 
former prices in April were 15 to 30 per cent. lower 
than a year earlier. Hide prices were not substantially 
changed, but goatskins were cheaper and calfskins 
dearer. Rubber averaged about 53d. per lb. in April, 
as against 63d. in March. Prices of certain descrip- 
tions of building timber were rather lower.

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ROUMANIAN INCOME TAX 
POSITION OF FOREIGN FIRMS 


The following is a translation, furnished by the Com- 
mercial Counsellor to H.M. Legation at Bucharest, of 
Article II of a Decree Law No. 1345, dated 29 March 
1938, and published in the Official Monitor (No. 76) 
of 1 April 1938, which revises the basis on which 
foreign firms are held liable to income tax in 
Roumania :— 

Article 1].—The Law for the unification of the Law for 
Direct Taxation is amended or completed as follows :— 

Art. 2.--Those persons physical or juridical, to whom 
revenues of the nature mentioned are due are subjected to 
the primary taxes. 

Foreigners, whether physical or juridical persons, who 
have a domicile or a central office of their enterprises abroad 
shall be taxed upon the income realised in the country, 
whether direct through their own office as is detailed below 
or whether through affiliated companies. 


Their liability is not attached to any condition whatsoever 
save that of the realisation of income. 


A foreign company shall be taxed if it has a business 
office in Roumania. As such a business office in the sense 
of this Article shall be considered, outside of the office or 
place of the management of the enterprise, any branches, 
places of manufacture, workshops, offices for sales or pur- 
chase, warehouses, or any other establishment which has 
the character of a commercial installation, in addition to 
representations (agencies) of any kind whatsoever. 

The existence of a representation which carries with it 
the liability of the foreign firms to taxation, shall be deter- 
mined by the fulfilment of one of the following conditions : 

(a) the existence of a contract of engagement ; 

(b) the proof that the representative, has the right 
to make contracts in the name of the enterprise 
which he represents or exercises in the ordinary 
way his activity in favour of the foreign firm. 


Should there be no contract of engagement the conditions 
of alinea (a) shall be established upon the basis of indica- 
tions from which this fact results unquestionably and which 
shall be established by instructions. 


The right to make contracts in the name of the foreign 
firm under alinea (b) shall be proven by documents or by 
evidence that the representative has made contracts in the 
name of the foreign firm. 

Representatives, whether holders of power of attorney 
or representatives in fact, of foreign firms are responsible 
solidary (jointly and severally) for the Fiscal obligations of 
their principals and the firms represented by them. Those 
who pay any kind of income abroad are obliged to retain 
and to pay the taxes under penalty as provided in Article 
103, alinea ‘‘e.” 

Norr.—Article 103, alinea ‘‘ ¢ ’’ provides for the 
payment of fines equal in amount to the primary taxa- 
tion assessed and found due to the Fisc.

FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—FEBRUARY 


The Commercial Counsellor to H.M. Embassy at Warsaw 
reports that imports in February 1938 were valued at 
109,090,000 zloty and exports at 84,703,000 2l., producing 
an adverse balance of 24,387,000 zl. Imports were 27,579,000 
zl. more and exports 7,573,000 zl. less than in February 
1937. The total imports for the first two months of 1938 
were valued at 212,453,000 zl. and exports at 176,211,000 
zl., producing an adverse balance of 36,242,000 zl.

JAPAN--SIAM 
NEW TREATY OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade are informed that ratifications of the 
new Treaty of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
between Japan and Siam, which was signed on 8 December 
last, were exchanged at Bangkok on 7 March. The new 
Treaty, which replaces the Treaty of 10 March 1924, came 
into force immediately on the exchange of ratifications and 
will continue in force for an initial period of five years, 
and thereafter subject to denunciation at twelve months’ 
notice. 


The Treaty provides generally for reciprocal freedom and 
unconditional most-favoured-nation treatment in matters 
of commerce, industry and navigation. 


The nationals and companies of each of the paities are to 
enjoy national treatment in matters of taxation, internal 
duties, patents and trade marks, etc., the acquisition 
and possession of movable property as well as the dis- 
position of property rights of every kind; and protection and 
security for their persons and property. They are to enjoy 
most-favoured-nation treatment in regard to industrial 
pursuits, callings and professions, the acquisition and 
possession of immovable property, Customs formalities, im- 
port and export duties, and (subject to the usual exceptions) 
all prohibitions or restrictions. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
in all that relates to the carriage of passengers and cargoes 
upon the vessels of each of the parties, and most-favoured- 
nation treatment is provided in regard to navigation, the 
coasting trade and national fisheries.

SIAM—-NORWAY 


NEW TREATIES OF FRIENDSHIP, COMMERCE 
AND NAVIGATION 


The Board of Trade have received copies of the texts of 
the new Treaties of Friendship, Commerce and Navigation 
which were signed hetween Denmark and Siam on 5 Novem- 
ber 1937, and between Norway and Siam on 15 Novem- 
ber 1937. 


Ratifications of the new Treaty between Denmark and 
Siam were exchanged at Copenhagen on 15 March. The 
new Treaty, which replaces the Treaty of 1 September 1925, 
came into force on 30 March. 5 


The new Treaty between Norway and Siam, which replaces 
the Treaty of 16 July 1926, came into force immediately 
on the exchange of ratifications, which took place at Oslo 
on 4 March. 


The new Treaties are to continue in force for an initial 
period of five years, and thereafter subject to denunciation

procal freedom and unconditional most-favoured-nation 
treatment in matters of commerce, industry and navigation, 


Most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded, inter alia, 
in respect of import and export duties, internal duties and 
Customs formalities. 


National and most-favoured-nation treatment is accorded 
in all that relates to navigation and the treatment of 
vessels, passengers and cargoes. The coasting trade and 
national fisheries are excepted from the provisions of the 
present treaties, but between Norway and Siam it is under. 
stood that most-favoured-nation treatment in respect of 
coasting trade will be reciprocally accorded.

With reference to the list, published under the above 
heading, in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal’? of 18 June 
1936, of goods prohibited from importation into Australia, 
except under licence, when of other than British Empire 
origin-—modifications of which were published in_ the 
‘‘Journal’’ issues of 16 December, 23 December and 
30 December 1937—the High Commissioner for Australia has 
now received telegraphic advice from the Commonwealth 
Government that it has been decided to issue licences freely, 
on and from 5 May 1938, irrespective of country of origin, 
as regards all goods on the original list not already being 80 
dealt with—except motor vehicle chassis, the existing quota 
arrangements on which are being maintained. 


AMENDMENT OF CUSTOMS DUTIES ON 


CERTAIN NEW ZEALAND GOODS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ’’ of 5 August 1937 (page 119), 
the ‘‘ Commonwealth Gavette’’ of 17 March 1938 contains 
copy of Customs Proclamation No. 375, issued in accordance 
with Article 1X of the Australia-New Zealand Trade Agree- 
ment, which provides, inter alia, that fruit grading 
machines being the produce or manufacture of New Zealand 
shall be imported into Australia free of Customs duty with 
effect on and from 18 March 1938. 


TARIFF AMENDMENTS 


With reference to the notice under the heading ‘ Pro- 
hibited Imports Regulations: Modification of Licensing 
System ’’ in the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”? of 16 Decen- 
ber 1937 (pages 790-3), the High Commissioner for Australia 
has received advice from the Commonwealth Government of 
the following Tariff changes which operate on and from 
5 May 1938. 


It should be understood that the duties are not necessarily 
permanent, as the question of the rates of duty that should 
ultimately be imposed on the various classes of goods covered 
by the Tariff Proposals will be determined after the Tariff 
Board has publicly inquired into and furnished reports and 
recommendations thereon. 


For the purposes of comparison the former General Tarif 
rates are shown, as far as possible. No alterations have 
been made in the British Preferential and Intermediate 
Tariff rates.

With reference to the notice in the ‘ Board of Trade 
Journal”? of 28 April (page 592) regarding consumption 
duties, H.M. Representative at Rio de Janeiro now reports 
that a Decree-Law No. 365, dated 5 April, published in the 
Brazilian ‘‘ Diario Oficial ” of 11 April and effective from 
that date, reduces the consumption duty on codfish from 
400 reis to 200 reis per kilogramme. 





FRANCE | 
IMPORT OF SOLID MINERAL FUELS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 28 April (page 594), it 
should be noted that the period of validity of import permits 
for small coals for coking, imported for coke plants, and 
for coke imported free from licence tax, remains at 90 days, 
not at 45 days as stated in the notice. 


IMPORT OF AUSTRIAN GOODS 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the “ Board of Trade Journal’ of 13 April (page 533), it 
should be noted that the French ‘Journal Officiel ’ of 
3 May announces that the import of certain goods of 
Austrian origin may be resumed subject to the production 
of quota certificates or licences issued by the Vienna 
Chamber of Commerce or by interprofessional committees in 
France. 


TAXATION MODIFICATIONS 


The French “ Journal Officiel”? of 3 May contains a 
number of Decrees, dated 2 May, made under the provisions 
of the Law of 13 April authorising the Government to take 
by Decree measures which they consider indispensable to 
meet the expenses of national defence and to rehabilitate 
the finances and economy of the nation. The following pro- 
visions are of interest to exporters and others engaged in 
trade with France :— 


Direct taxation.—Direct taxes and assimilated taxes estab- 
lished for the benefit of the State, included in the lists issued 
or to be issued in respect of the years 1938 and 1939 are 
increased by 8 per cent. ; 


Indirect and production tazres.—Ag regards indirect taxes 
and production taxes, the tariffs of taxes, duties, surtaxes 
and dues, levied for the benefit of the State including, 
where applicable, the portions intended to be placed to the 





credit of the various common funds or special accounts pro- 
vided for by the legislation in force, are increased by 8 per 
cent., for the exclusive benefit of the Treasury, until 


31 December 1939. 
Customs duties are not affected by this provision. 


It is laid down that Decrees may provide for the round- 
ing off to the next higher franc, half-franc, decime or half- 
decime of the tariffs obtained by applying this increase. In 
accordance with this provision the ‘‘ Journal Officiel ” of 
4 May contains three Decrees fated 3 May which make the 
following modifications to these taxes : —

General 8 per cent. tax—to 8-70 per cent. 

2 per cent, tax—to 2-20 per cent.

Registration and Stamp taxes.—An increase of 8 per cent. 
is imposed, until 31 December 1939, on all duties and taxes 
levied for the benefit of the State and the sinking fund by 
the registration administration. 

The dates of the entry into force of these provisions in 
respect of stamp taxes not paid by instalments and taxes 
on insurance will be fixed by Decree. 


Customs duties.—A general revision of the Customs tariff 
is to be undertaken, As regards Customs duties having a 
fiscal character, this revision must be carried out before 
31 July. The list of goods affected by this provision and the 
date on which it will come into force are to be fixed by 
Decree. 


Surlaz on certain enterprises.—A surtax, the rate and 
conditions of which are to be fixed by Decree, is to be insti- 
tuted before 31 May, on the profits of enterprises working 
for the national defence, on profits arising from the execu- 
tion of contracts concluded with various public organisations, 
and on the profits of certain public utility enterprises. 


Rebate of production tax.—Persons liable to the produc- 
tion tax who are members of professional organisations 
subject to State control, will, as from the year 1939, be 
granted a rebate of this tax calculated on the increase of 
their activity from 1938 to 1939 and from 1939 to 1940. 


The Minister of Finance may grant allowances of tax to 
manufacturers of finished and semi-finished products who 
are members of the above-mentioned organisations and 
whose exports abroad in 1938 show an increase as regards 
weight as compared with their exports abroad during the 
previous year. The form of these allowances and the condi- 
tions under which they will be accorded are to be fixed by 
Decree. 


Temporary admission._-The ‘‘ temporary admission ”’ 
system (under which goods may be imported into France 
temporarily duty-free for working up and subsequent re- 
export) may be extended by Decree (except in the case of 
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agricultural and forestry products) notwithstanding the 
provision of the Customs code that the system may not 
normally be extended except by legislative measures. 


Bills of Exchange.—-A provision is added to the Commer- 
cial Code to the effect that when a bill of exchange is drawn 
in execution of a contract for the supply of goods and is in 
circulation, provided the drawer has fulfilled his obliga- 
tions under the contract, the drawee may not withhold his 
acceptance of it at the end of the normal commercial period 
for the examination of goods. 

This provision is applicable to Algeria.

NORWAY 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS—FOOTWEAR 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Oslo has 
reported, by telegraph, that it has been decided to limit by 
licence the import of fabric shoes, leather shoes (except 
those over 23 cm. in length and with the sole attached to 
the uppers by thonging), high boots, and boots of greasy 
leather. 

The Board understand that no decision has yet been 
reached as to the basis of the restriction, but that in the 
meantime licences will be issued for goods already pur- 
chased provided the consignments are not inordinately 
large. 


MARKING, ETC., OF FOOTWEAR 


A Royal Resolution of 8 April 1938 lays down :revised 
regulations to come into effect on 1 June 1938 relating to 
the manufacture, importation, sale and marking of foot- 
wear. 

Under these regulations footwear imported for sale in 
Norway must be manufactured entirely of skin and leather, 
and only leather in one naturally joined length must be 
used for (a) heel counter; (b) insole; (c) internal soles in 
turned footwear, in welt.sewn footwear and in footwear with 
rubber soles. Footwear with rubber soles must have internal 
soles of leather. Exceptions are made in the case of the 
following :—- 

(1) Plaited hemp, halm or other straw; felt, velvet, 
silk or other woven material; all these may be 
used in part for the uppers; 

(2) Artificial leather, artificial leather board or chemi- 
cally prepared fibre board may be used for (@) 
filling of bottoms, arch stiffening, toe stiffening 
and strengthening of the insole under the heel; 
(v) heeis for ladies’ footwear not nearer the wear- 
ing surface of the uppers than 15 mm. ; 

(3) Woollen heels ; 

(4) Rubber sheets for outer soles, heel pieces or heels; 

(5) Gummed canvas on the welt—insole ; 

(6) Cork and tar felt for bottom filling ; 

(7) Metal springs and pieces of wood for arch stiffen- 

ing and also external metal fittings; 

(8) Thin textile or cellulose material for socks. 
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The regulations apply to all footwear with the following 
exceptions, viz.: children’s footwear up to 16 cm, in length; 
dippers with soles of soft split or skin or porous rubber; 
footwear or shoes with soles of wood, hemp, halm or other 
straw; footwear or shoes without trimming* of skin or 
jeather and the uppers consisting of (a) plaited hemp, halm 
or other straw or (b) felt, velvet, silk or other woven 
material or (c) rubber alone or combined with felt or woven 
material (goloshes), etc.; footwear combined with skates or 
metal plates fitted with spikes (spiked shoes). 

Imported footwear must be marked plainly and simply 
with the word ‘‘ Utenlandsk’’ with the name of the im- 
porter or his registered trade mark. The marking must 
be imprinted with a steel punch and should be plainly 
visible even after prolonged wear. The marks are to be 
placed as follows :— 


(a) Footwear with leather soles must be stamped ex- 
ternally on the arch near the heel; 


(b) Footwear with rubber soles must be stamped internally 
on the leather sole on the arch. If the footwear is furnished 
with socks, corresponding marks are also to be imprinted 
on these. 


ROUMANIA 
REGULATIONS ON COMPENSATION TRADE 


By an Exchange of Notes on 13 April 1938 the Govern- 
ments of the United Kingdom and Roumania have agreed to 
modify, with effect as from 1 April 1938, the Annex to the 
Anglo-Roumanian Payments (Amendment) Agreement of 
27 May 1937 as follows :— 


Item No. 39: the words ‘‘ eggs in shell’ are substituted 
for the word ‘‘ eggs.”’ 


Item No. 81: the words ‘‘ Vegetables, meat and fruit 
packed in airtight containers or otherwise preserved ” are 
substituted for the words ‘‘ Tinned vegetables, meat and 
fruit.” 

The following new item is added to the list of goods set 
out in the Annex :— 

No. 126.—Eggs not in shell, liquid or frozen. 

No foreign exchange is required to be ceded to the 

National Bank of Roumania in respect of this item. 


EXPORT PROHIBITIONS 


With reference to the notice in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ” of 29 July 1937 (page 169), announcing the pro- 
hibition of the export from Roumania of raw wool of any 
kind whatsoever, H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports 
that in accordance with Decree-Laws No. 1517 of 12 April 
and No. 1569 of 16 April, the export of Roumanian raw 
wool called ‘‘ Turcana’’ and wool cleaned from skins by 
tanners is no longer prohibited. 


Decree-Law No. 1517 also raises the prohibition on the ex- 
port from Roumania of oak bark (see the ‘* Board of Trade 
Journal’? of 4 June 1936, page 833). 


LUXURY AND TURNOVER TAX 


H.M, Representative at Bucharest reports that, under 
the terms of a Decision of the Council of Ministers No. 728 
of 11 April 1988, published in the ‘‘ Monitorul Oficial ’’ of 
15 April, effective as from 16 April, the Luxury and Turn- 
over Tax on the invoice value of metal knives, forks and 
spoons, and of the same silverplated, will be collected in the 
form of a fixed tax of 23 lei, plus 4 lei per kilogramme for 
the National Defence Fund on every kilogramme of the 
metal imported under Tariff No. 1394 (see the ‘‘ Board of 
Trade Journal’? of 5 May, page 636). 

A further report states that, in accordance with Customs 
Circular No. 30,114, issued on 18 April 1988, a fixed tax of 
2 lei per kilogramme is applicable to goods coming under 
Tariff Nos. 516 and 517 (cotton threads) as an exceptional 
turnover tax for the Ordinary Budget, and for the National 
Defence Fund an exceptional fixed tax of 4-20 lei per kilo- 
gramme. 


The above taxes are applicable to goods imported into 
Roumania under their respective Tariff Nos. and are 
additional to the 6 per cent. Luxury and Turnover Tax and 
the 1 per cent. National Defence Fund Tax. 








* Lining, straps or edging on the upper edge of the shoe is not 
regarded as trimming. 
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According to Customs Circular No. 30,115 of 18 April, 
cotton yarn for the peasant industries imported by the co- 
operatives, which was exempted from the Consumption Tax 
and Fixed Tax on textiles (see the ‘Board of Trade 
Journal” of 17 February 1938, page 258) is exempt also 
from payment of the Fixed Tax of 4-20 lei per kilogramme 
for the National Defence Fund. 


REDUCTIONS IN AUTHORISATION (QUOTA) 
TAXES AND IMPORT DUTIES 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that, under 
the terms of a Decree-Law, No. 1572, of 16 April 1938, pub- 
lished in the ‘‘Monitorul Oficial’? of 20 April, the 
Authorisation or Quota Tax on fish, not specified by name, 
salted or in brine (Tariff No. 61) is reduced from 240 lei 
to 40 lei per 100 kilogrammes; while the Customs duty is 
reduced from 1,200 lei to 200 lei per 100 kilogrammes. 


These reduced duties are applicable till 1 September, on 
which date the former taxes will again come into force. 


SYRIA AND LEBANON 
INCREASED CUSTOMS DUTIES 


H.M. Consul-General at Beirut reports, by telegraph, 
that a Decree, dated 6 May and effective on 7 May, increases 
all the specific duties in the Syrian Customs Tariff by 20 per 
cent., with the exception of those on sheep, flour, wheat, 
rice, benzine and petroleum. ‘The ad valorem duties are 
unchanged. 


TURKEY 
SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in 
the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 29 July (pages 170-1), 
the Commercial Counsellor at Istanbul reports that goat 
skins weighing more than 40 kilogrammes per 100 pieces 
and carnauba wax have been added to the list of goods 
which may be imported from countries having no clearing 
or similar agreement with Turkey and a favourable balance 
of trade with that country. 


SAFEGUARDING OF TURKISH CURRENCY: 
IMPORT RESTRICTIONS 


1. With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ Board of Trade 
Journal ”’ of 29 July 1937 under the above heading, it should 
be noted that a Turkish Decree No. 2/8273 of 15 March 
1938 contains the following provisions modifying the exist- 
ing import regime. The Decree does not however apply 
to the United Kingdom and other countries which in their 
clearing agreements with Turkey grant her a margin of not 
less than 20 per cent. free exchange. 


2. In the case of imports into Turkey from a country 
having no Clearing or similar Agreement with Turkey, and 
having normally an unfavourable balance of trade with Tur- 
key, but which had a favourable balance of trade with her in 
1937, free exchange will be provided by the Turkish Govern- 
ment only up to 80 per cent. of the free exchange derived 
from exports of Turkish produce to that country. A com- 
muniqué published by the Ministry of Economy on 7 April 
1938 states that these provisions will be applied to Egypt 
and Palestine. 

3. The Ministry of Economy is empowered to subject im- 
ports 

(a) from countries having a favourable balance of trade 
with Turkey and no Clearing or similar Agree- 
ment with her as well as 


(b) from various other countries* of cotton yarns, 
copper, tin, raw hides and skins, sacks, jute yarns, 
jute tissues, rubber, copra and quebracho and of 
other goods which may be added to this list 

to the condition that such imports must be compensated for 
by exports of any Turkish products to any country. A 
communiqué published on 7 April 1938 applies these provi- 
sions in the following manner :-—— 

4. Imports of cotton yarns can only be made against 
exports of Turkish cotton to 

(a) tthe country of origin of the cotton yarns;

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(b) to one or more of the countries mentioned in 3 (a) 
above;

(d) or against exports of (i) wool and mohair, carpets

B.S. Specification No. 791-1938. Bomb Calorimeter Ther- 


mometers. 

The British Standard Institution has just issued a B.S. 
Specification for ‘‘ Bomb Calorimeter Thermometers ’’ (B.S. 
No. 791-1938). This specification is intended to provide a 
series of thermometers which will be suitable for use in the 
majority of bomb calorimeters on the market. 

In general, these thermometers will be used at a fixed im- 
mersion or the order of 1,500 mm. in liquid, although a con- 
siderably greater amount of the stem will be enclosed in the 
lagging of the calorimeter. Since it is the normal practice, 
however, to work with the calorimeter at a temperature close 
to that of the atmosphere surrounding it, the thermometers 
have been specified for standardisation at total immersion. 
In calorimetry the absolute amount of the correction for stem 
exposure is not of great importance, the results only being 
affected by the change in this correction between the initial 
and final temperatures. In any event, with a thermometer 
scaled, say, from 27° to 33° C., which will presumably be 
used in a laboratory of which the temperature is in the neigh-

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bourhood of 30° C., it is clearly better to standardise at total 
immersion than at a fixed immersion with a stem temperature 
of about 150° C. such as is likely to be encountered in the 
standardising laboratory.

Statistical Year Book, 1938, of the International Tin Research 
and Development Council. 


The 1938 edition of the Statistical Year Book of the Inter- 
national Tin Research and Development Council, compiled by 
the Council’s statistical office at the Hague, has just appeared. 
With the help of this Year Book we may follow the progress 
of tin mining in any part of the world from the beginning of 
the industry until the present time. British Malaya, for 
example, has increased its mine output from about 7,000 tons 
in 1870 to a record of 77,542 tons in 1937. The Cornish 
industry, on the other hand, produced over 10,000 tons in 
1870, but less than 2,000 tons in 1937. The book also contains 
a complete history in figures of the International Tin Control 
scheme. 

Among the new features in this year’s edition is a 
chart arranged in the style of a genealogical table, by means 
of which tin may be traced from the form in which it leaves 
the smelter through all the processes to which it is subjected, 
to the numerous applications in which it is finally used. The 
Year Book gives statistics for all the industries which consume 
tin, including tinplate and canning, solder, bearing metals, 
bronze, collapsible tubes, tinfoil and pewter. It is estimated 
that the world now uses 65,000 tons of tin annually for tin- 
plate manufacture, 30,000 tons for solder, 12,000 to 15,000 
tons for bearing alloys, 10,000 to 12,000 tons for collapsible 
tubes, 9,000 to 11,000 tons for bronze, 5,000 to 6,000 tons for 
tinfoil and 2,000 tons for pewter. The quantity of tin used 
for foil is considerably smaller than the amount so used ten 
years ago, but in most other industries, particularly in tiv- 
plate and canning, the consumption of tin is increasing. 

The Year Book is illustrated by a large number of graphs, 
one of which represents the annual average price of tin over 
a period of nearly seventy years, and clearly shows variations 
analogous to trade cycles, with a general trend upwards. 
Those interested in the development of foreign markets will 
find comprehensive statistics of international trade in tin and 
all its products, the quantities imported and exported by each 
country being given in full detail by origin and destination. 

Tin being a commodity that is largely concerned either 
directly or indirectly with our daily lives, the statistics in the 
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Year Book form a guide to economic conditions in the world 
as a whole, as well as in each individual country. ‘The book 
contains 200 pages, size 21 cm. by 26 cm., and may be 
obtained from the Statistical Office of the International Tin 
Research and Development Council at Prinsessegracht 21, The 
Hague, price 2.70 francs, post free.

Tobacco Intelligence, No. 1, May 1988. 

“Tobacco Intelligence,’’ the first number of which has just 
been issued by the Imperial Economic Committee, is a quar- 
terly publication designed to supply a regular service of in- 
formation on tobacco production, consumption and trade. 

In 1937, over 182 million lbs. of tobacco went into the 
cigarettes, pipe tobacco, cigars, etc., manufactured in the 
United Kingdom for home conswnption and Empire tobacco 
accounted for 24 per cent. of this total. Growers in India, 
Canada, Southern Rhodesia and Nyasaland, supplying most 
of this Empire tobacco, want to know how their competitors, 
Empire and foreign, are faring. ‘‘ Tobacco Intelligence ”’ 
therefore provides news about the crops in India, Canada, 
Southern Rhodesia, Nyasaland and the United States, and 
the export movement of tobacco from these countries. 

Consumption in the United Kingdom is fully analysed. A 
special article shows that 1937 was in almost every respect 
a record year for the country’s tobacco trade.

The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
awidely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign com- 
petition and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri- 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
‘te, abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 

Members of United Kingdom firms visiting overseas 
markets are recommended to call on the Department’s resi- 
dent officers and to see that their own local representatives 
keep in touch with these officers. It is to the advantage of

When the enquiry concerns an Overseas market the 
applicant may, of course, apply direct to H.M. Trade Com- 
missioners in the British Empire, and to the Commercial 
Diplomatic or Consular Officers in Foreign Countries, but 
it is generally advisable to communicate in the first in- 
stance with the Department of Overseas Trade, 35, Old 
Queen Street, London, S.W.1, as the information required 
is frequently already in the possession of the Department, 
and the delay involved in communicating with the officers 
abroad can therefore often be avoided. Should the informa- 
tion required not be available in London, the Department 
will make all necessary enquiries abroad on the applicant’s 
behalf.

EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEES 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1937, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
to give guarantees in connection with the export to any 
country of goods not being munitions of war. The guaran- 
tees may be given to, or for the benefit of, any person, firm, 
or company carrying on business in the United Kingdom, 
and the goods must, generally speaking, be home produced, 
i.e. wholly or partly produced or manufactured in the 
United Kingdom. 


These guarantees are designed to protect exporters 
against losses which may arise from the insolvency of their 
oversea customers or against frozen debts caused by ex- 
change restrictions in the country of the buyer. 


Provision against the first of these risks can be made by 
means of the Comprehensive Guarantee policy covering 
the whole of an exporter’s business for a forward period of 
twelve months. The second niay be covered by a Transfer 
Risk Addendum issued to holders of that policy on pay- 
ment of a small extra premium. 


Guarantees are available not only to exporters of con- 
sumable goods normally sold on short credits, but also te 
firms in the engineering and allied industries who are often 
asked to give medium term credits of from one to five years 
by purchasers of plant, machinery, etc., whether they be 
governments, municipalities, or private traders. The 
question of raising funds for financing this kind of con- 
tract is frequently a matter of difficulty. Experience has 
shown that in such cases negotiations are greatly facili- 
tated by the Department’s guarantees. 


The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.

Reprint of the First and Second Schedules appended to the Burma Tariff Act (as in operation on 1 January 
1938), showing the rates of Customs Duties on goods imported into, and exported from, British Burma, together 
vith the tariff values fixed for certain articles under Government of Burma, Department of Commerce and 
Industry, Notification No. 191, dated 14 December 1937, for the purpose of assessment of Customs duties during 
the twelve months January to December 1938. 





Nore. 1.—In the expression “‘ ad valorem ”’ used in these Schedules the reference is to “ real value ” as defined in section 30 of the 
Sea Customs Act, unless an article has a tariff value assigned to it. 

Note 2.—Tariff-valued heads are based on the ordinary trade description of each article and cover all reduced grades and mixtures 
unless they are separately provided for. 

Nore 3.—In this publication, the expression “ standard rate of duty ” means, in the case of articles liable to preferential rates of 
duty, the standard rate of duty as opposed to the preferential rate, and in the case of other articles, the ordinary rate of duty. 

Nore 4.—Postal parcels, packets and letters on whose contents the total duty payable is not more than 12 annas, are exempt from 
payment of import duty. 

Nore 5.—The expression “ Far East ’’ covers China, Japan, the’ Straits Settlements, Malaya, Siam, French Indo-China, the 
Netherlands East Indies and other Far Eastern countries. For the purposes of this publication it is intended also to cover Ceylon.
